GERMAN PAYMENTS 
EQUAL ONLY 10TH OF 
DAMAGE TO FRANCE 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—(Spe- 
cial.]—-Germany had paid the allies in 
reparations, both cash and in kind, 
up to Jan, 1, 1923, only 56,848,974,000 
goid mai xe ($1,460,993,500), according to 
official French figures, it was learned at 
the French embassy here today. These 
figures, which are calculated to cor- 
rect misstatements appearing from 
various sources, are as follows: 

German paymenis: 

1. To the allies in cash, 4,889,138,000 
gold marks ($472,284,500). 

2. To the allies in kind, 3,964,836,000 
gold marks ($988,799,000). 

In these totals are included paper 


marks requisitioned for the account of 


the ‘armies of octupation and the 
product of the so«alled recovery act, 
which Was given to Great Britain. 

The part of the total assigned to 
France is as follows: 

In cash, 143,649,000 gold marks ($35,- 
912,250). 

In kind, 1,636,096,000 gold marks 
($409,024,000), or a liquid total for 
France of 1,779,745,000 gold marks 
($444,935,250). To this latter amount 
must be added the value of the Saar 
mines, provisionally estimated at 360,- 
000,000 gold marks ($46,000,000). 

The French government already has 
spent about $8,000,000,000 so far on 
reconstruction of the region devastated 
by the German invasion and estimates 
it must spend $12,000,000,000 more.
